Desprte the Cairo announcement, it is 
known that four of the accused persons 
were arrested last October (as already 
reported in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE), and 
not this week. They are Henri Cohen, 
a designer in the advertising: section of 
the Cairo daily, At AHRAM; Nathan 
Blau, of the Mattatia Advertising Com- 
pany; his sister, Joyce, employed by the 
Electrical Engineering Com- 
pany; and Nessim Nahmis, of the 
Boustani Tohacco Company. All are 
French citizens.. The Blaus are relatives 
of the former President of the Cairo 
Jewish community.

“T have confessed everything I've done, 
but I want the court to know I took the 
whole affair as fun. I am an Egyptian 
before being a Jew and at no time did I 


think of causing harm to Egypt, my 


country. 

Philip Nathanson, whose arrest. is said 
to have. led to the discovery of the 
alleged ‘spy ring,’ told the court: “I 
am no Zionist ; Israel. doesn’t interest 
me.’

at Sdkia and Hirya, near Tel Aviv, to a - 


near-by Army camp. The children were 
transferred to Ramat Gan, to private

Early today official figures were issued, 


‘Showing that over 1,000 residents of the 


Coastal Plain area were evacuated yester- 
day. Hundreds of homes were cut. off 


by the incessant rains which have flooded - 


the low-lying areas. 

With heavy rainfall continuing during 
the night, Naval units were also called 
into action, 

The Mayor of Tel Aviv. Mr. Haim 
Levanon, has appealed for blankets and 
warm clothing for evacuated children. 

The severe weather has hampered 
rescue operations. The temperature in 
Jerusalem last night dropped to four 
degrees below freezing point. It was the 
coldest night of the winter. Israel's first 
snow of the year fell. in the northern 
border village of Mtula. The weather 
experts say that heavy rain is likely to 
continue for some time. 

President Ben-Zvi, who left Jerusalem 
by train for Haife yesterday on an official

RELEASE OF 
SHIP’S CREW 
Egyptian Decision

Egypt has informed Dr.. Charles 
Malik (Lebanon), this month's Presi- 
dent of the United Nations Security 
Council, that it will release. the crew 
of the Israeli -vessel Bat Galim 
tomorrow (Saturday). 


It also announced that it was prepared 


to release the ship, which was seized in 


the Suez Canal on September 28, and its 
cargo. But according to news agency 


‘reports, the Egyptians said the vessel 


would be freed only on condition that it 
did not attempt to sail through. the 
Suez Canal. The decision to release the 
ship was made by an Alexandria court. 
Despite the Egyptian announcement, 


the Security Council will meet next week - 


to discuss the incident, The Israeli dele- 
gation has stated that it will pursue the 


question of freedom of shipping through . 


the Canal.

BEN-ZVV’'S APPEAL TO RUSSIA

Tet Aviv 
A passionate appeal for emigration 
from Russia, the satellite countries, 
and the United States was made by 
President Ben-Zvi last week, when 


he spoke at Petah Tiava at a cere- 


mony to mark the SOth anniversary 
of the “Second Aliya.” 

Addressing 3,000 pioneer settlers, the 
President said: “ We ought to call the 
750,000 Jews. who came to Israel since 
the establishment of the State ‘the First 
Aliya.. Now we anxiously await the 
‘ Second Aliya * irom Russia and other 
countries.” 

It was their hope, he added. that they 


would live to see immigration from 
countries “ which today are locked from 
the inside and from the outside.” In a 
tribute to the “ Second Aliya” pioneers, 
the President said that never before in 
history had so few done so much in so 
short a time. 

Elderly white-haired pioneers from all 
over the country attended the celebra- 
tions, which were arranged by the 
Histadrut. Among those on the platform 
were Mr. Ben-Gurion, Mr. Sharett, and 
other Cabinet Ministers, and Mr. 
Sprinzak, the Speaker of the Knesset. 

Mr. Sharett poinied out that the 
*“ Second Aliya ” immigrants were not all 
pioneers, farmers, and labourers, though 
they formed the backbone of the State.

deliberate violations occur after reason- 


able efforts have been made to obtain 


compliance by voluntary means, the 
Government will then be lefi with no 
alternative but to consider other methods 


of obtaining compliance

cities today have fair employrnent laws, 
three States have fair. education laws, 
and five States have enforceable public 
accommodation laws.

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STUDENTS AND THE HILLEL FOUNDATION 
University Federation’s Support 


From our Correspondent 


LIVERPOOL 
‘Seventy-four delegates representing 
26 constituent groups attended the 
annual conference of the Inter-Univer- 


sity Jewish Federation, held from last — 


Saturday to Tues- 
day, in Liverpool. 
There were also a 
number of 
observers present. 

On Sabbath 
morning delegates 
attended Princes 
Road Synagogue. 
The service was 
conducted by the 
Revs, H. Bornsiein 
and R. Abenson, 
assisted by the 
synagogue choir, 
Rabbi ‘Woolf. new. Chairman 
‘Delegates. were called to the reading of 
the Law, and the retiring Chairman, Mr. 
J, M. Graham, read the Haftara. Follow- 
ing the service, at a kiddush provided by 
the Old Hebrew. Congregation. Mr. 
Samuel Levy, Senior Warden. welcomed 
members of the conference. 

On Saturday night delegates attended a 
reception. at the. Synagogue Centre, 
Princes Road, given. by the Merseyside 
Jewish Representative Council. Dr. I. J. 
Lipkin, J.P., .presided.: 

Professor -Rosenhead,  C.B.E., 

-F.R.S.,.. an Hon.. Vice-President. of the 
L.U.J.F. and Hon. President of the 
University of Liverpool. Jewish Students’ 
Society; thanked the Jewish community 
of Liverpool for its hospitality to 
delegates. 


Delegates fro..c Germany 
Mr. Graham announced that there were 
fraternal delegates from France and 
Germany, as well as from Israel. During 


the year, he added, new groups had been. 


formed at. Guildford and Bradford. 

Fraternal greetings were delivered by 
Mr. Barrington Black, on behalf of the 
National Union of Students; Mr. J. 
Angelman, the Hebrew University of 
Jerusalem: Dr, S. Levenberg, the Jewish 
Agency; Mr. A. Kay, J.P... the Zionist 
Federation: Mr. Michael Cohen, the 
Liverpool Jewish Graduates’ Association: 
Mr. Bertram B. Benas, C.B.E., J.P... the 
Anglo-Jewish Association ; and Mr. G. J. 
Bean, O.B.E., the British Section of ‘the 
World Jewish Congress. Mr. Bean pre- 
sented the Federation with a havdala 
spice box. 

Greetings conveying good wishes were 
read from, among others, the Chief 
Rabbi: Sir James Mountford, Vice- 
Chancellor. of Liverpool University ; Dr, 
A. Cohen, President of the Board of 
Deputies: Mr. 
of the Hillel Foundation: and Mr. Henry 
Shaw, Director of Hillel. House. 

The conference proper was started on 
Sunday at Zion House, where all. the 
sessions. were held. Mr. Graham pre- 
sided over the first. session, which, like 
the afternoon session, when Mr. A. 
Joseph presided, was marred by inces- 
hubbub and. chatter. ._Mr. Joseph 
on at least two occasions threatened to 
clear the hall- of observers. “ You 
have not assisted me in any way,” he 
once said, adding, “I have had to fight 
every inch.” 

The main. subject -of discussion on 
Sunday was the Hillel Foundation. The 
executive's report on this.matter recapitu- 
lated the talks which have taken place 
between the Federation and the Founda- 
tion, and went on to express regret that 
the Israeli Students’ Association has been 
wanting in its support of the scheme, 
though several Israeli students had been 
regular users of Hillel House.. 


Students’ Needs 


The conference divided into. two 
sections—comprised of -the larger and 
smaller societies -respectively—to discuss 
ways in which the. Hillel Founddtion 
could assist them. Items mentioned in 
these meetings included the provision of 
meeting-rooms, payment of rent of the 
rooms, canteén and Synagogue facilities, 
libraries, and lodgings for students. When 
the full conference resumed, Mr. Arnold 
Miles spoke for the larger societies. It 
was agreed that schemes ‘bmitted by 
Oxford and Cambridge should have first 
priority, and that Manchester, Leeds, and 
Glasgow should have second place on the 
one level. 

Speaking for the smaller groups, Mrs. 
C. Kuper said their need was great: it 
was difficult for them to obtain help 
from. their small, Jocal communities. 
aia ld s need was the most pressing, 
she said 

In a discussion Mr. Graham said the 
Hille] Foundation envisaged ten projects 
taking shane in this country in the next 
five years. A Birmingham delegate said 
he doubted the practical aspect of the 
lillel Foundation. His society did not 
like it: did not want to be regimented ; 
believed it would be the means of setting 
up a ghetto in the university; and would 
ave nothing to do with it, though they 
would not onnose its operation elsewhere. 


Mr. Gouldman. of Manchester, 


C. Gilbert, Chairman 


commenting on the Birmingham attitude, 
said the fault of Anglo-Jewry was that 
it was afraid to acknowledge its Jewish- 
‘ness. If they followed: Birmingham they 
might remove. the “Jj” from 


A number of resolutions approving the 
Hillel Foundation scheme were passed. 

The Chairman's report was presented 
by Mr. Graham. The report was adopied 
on the motion of.Mr. E. J. Prince, 
External Secretary, who said the Federa- 
tion had had a good year from which it 
had emerged not unsuccessfully. 

The External Secretary’s report was 
presented by Mr. Prince. It stated that 
during the year contact had been main- 
tained with the leading Anglo-Jewish 
communal organisations, and referred to 
the Hospitality Association for Students 
from Overseas. 

Mr. A. B. Joseph reported on the 
activities of the Board of Deputies. 

The Internal report was 
presented. Mr. Woolwich and 
adopied. 
membership in the past year was 1,300, 
not including the fer acli Students’ Asso- 
ciation. The small societies.at Bangor 
(North Wales) and Swansea had. ceased 
‘to exist. New societies had been formed 
at Aberdeen, Dundee. and Reading. 


International Summer School

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE DAYS OF THE YEARS- 


And Pharaoh said unto Jacob: 
How many are the days of the years 
of thy life? And Jacob said unto 
Pharaoh: The days of the years of 
my pilgrimage are a hundred and 


thirty years: few and evil have been 


the days of the years of my life. 
(Gen. xivu, 8-9.) 


HIS is the literal translation 
of the recorded conversation 
which took place between 

Jacob and Pharaoh on the occasion 


of their first meeting. An odd reply, 


indeed, to an apparently innocent 
question. One feels prompted to 
ask why Jacob could not have 
merely stated that whereas he was 
130 years old his life had been far 
from happy. 

When reading the commentary of 
the Malbim (1809 to 1879) on these 
verses, one. realises that Pharaoh's 
question and Jacob’s reply are closely 


related and represent two distinct and 


different outlooks: on: life. Pharaoh. 


it would appear, was interested in 


“life "; Jacob was concerned with his 
‘p.lgrimage.” Pharaoh was the typi- 
cal miaterialist to whoin life. meant 
the pursuit of physical pleasures, the 
enjoyment of worldly and 


_ the attainment of power. Jacob. on the 


other hand. who had. been. described 
as.“ the dweller in tents,” -was the 
stud:ous, pensive, and meditative type. 
litte. to him meant all that -was 
trans:ent in man’s temporary stay on 


earth... This world was but.a prepara- 


tion for the great hereafter. If Pharaoh 
desired to know how many vears had 


passed over him, then his answer. 


could reter only to the years. of his 
pilgrimage. 


“HE. life whick Pharaoh knew and

Jacob. reflects the truly Jewish 
charact Judaism: does not 
demand that one should live a com- 
pletely ascetic life. but seeks to 
create a happy synthesis between the 
needs of the body and the. require 
ments of the sp:nt. Judaism abhors 
extremes. and’ encourages healt! 
balance. It condemns the man whose 
concern is only for his physical weli- 
being : it equally deprecates the com- 
plete denial of bodily necessities. 

Life indeed is a pilgrimage and it is 
expected of us that we be conscious 
of time’s passing. Life, therefore, 
must be lived wisely ; but true wis- 
dom can be found .onlyv if one 
realises that “ the beginning of wisdom 
is the fear of the Lord.”

The 
great surprise of the occasion, how- 
ever, was when the patriarchal figure 
of Dr. Herzog rose, and responded in 
flawless French to the Mayor's wel- 
come, a tribute to the language of 
the Mayor.

FRIENDLY SOCIETY'S NEW POLICy 


Grand Order of Israel's 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A new policy of more communal 
and social activities with the aim of 
attracting younger people into. the 
movement was proclaimed by the 
Grand Master, Bro. L. L. 
Tobin, and accepted at the twentieth 
annual national conference of the 
Grand Order of Israel and Shield of 
David Friendly Society. 

The conference, which was attended by 
73 delegates representing 33 lodges 
throughout the country (with a joint 
membership of over 2,500), was held at 
the Anglo-Israeli Club, London, on Sun- 
day and Monday. 

Addressing the opening session of the 
conference, over which he presided, Mr. 
Tobin pointed to the fall in membership 
of the society—-from 3,593 at the end of 
1948 to 2,524 last year. While they had 
lost during that period 1,231 members 


(through death and erasure) only 160 new 


members had entered their ranks. If 
the same rate of loss continued, and if 
the influx did not improve, Mr. Tobin 
declared, the burden on the remaining 
members of the Order would be almost 


‘impossible, particularly since the average 


age of the members was about 67 and 
only about one-fifth of their total mem- 
bership was under the age of 50. 


Need for Young Members 


Having pointed out earlier that their 
solvency and the income on investments 
had greatly risen, the Grand Master said 
that his former policy (a3 Treasurer of 
the Order) to put financial matters first, 
had not justified itself, for the numerical 


strengthening of the Order had not auto-— 


matically followed its financial advance. 
the conclusion that 
merely having a lot of money and earn- 
ing a high rate of interest will not stop 
the Order from dying.” 


The main task now confronting thei 


movement, the Chairman declared, was to 


promote and maintain.a steady influx of 


younger members, as some lodges had 
already done. He appealed to members 
in the lodges and on the Executive Coun- 
cil to drop petty squabbles and personal 
recriminations, and to concentrate 
together on the widening of the scope 
of activities of the Order, so as to induce 
young people to join the Society. 

Moving the adoption of the annual 
report, the Vice-Grand Master, Bro. Dr. 
R: Jessel, spoke of the need for amalga- 
mation of smaller and weaker lodges and 
the formation of stronger units. The 
publication of their magazine, *“ The 
Messenger,” should foster more interest 
in the movement, he added, and help in 
their drive for new members. 


Hon. Officers Criticised 


_. The general debate on the report of 
the Friendly Society was anything but 


friendly, and several Brothers—includin 
J. Kassovitch, H. Stone, H. Lucas, M. 
Bendeth, and W. Phillips—and Sister E, 
Shape, between them accused the Hon. 
Officers of acting like Big Brothers,” 
lacking in tolerance of criticism and of 
not encouraging initiative by lodges.

Replying to what he described as “a 
rambling debate,” the Chairman Stated 
that the Society would increase the social 
communal, and charitable aspecis of itg 
activities in order to gain more popy- 
larity, to attract more members, and to 
become once more a force in the com. 
munity. In answer to Sister B. Solomon 
he stated that they were considering the 
purchase of new premises. - which would 
be suitable for their new: and wider 
activities. 

After Bro. J. Solomon, the Secretary. 
General, had spoken about the national 
conference of the Friendly Societies, Bro. 
S. S. Asser, Grand Treasurer, presented 
the accounts for 1953.

Financial Position 


The accounts showed that at the end 
of 1953 the Death Benefit Fund stood at 
£39,564, the Order Benevolent Fund at 
£2,856, and the Reserve Fund at £5,000: 
and that £47,500 had. been invesicd in the 
purchase of the Order's Convalescent 


~ Home at Branksome Dene. Bournemouth, 


The Treasurer stated that the amount 
of death benefits totalled £9.374. which 
left the Fund with a deficit of £3,422. and 


that the accumulated deficit of the 
Management Fund increased to £3,507, 
Both  deficienciés: were. reduced 
transfers from the Rent and Interest 
Account. 


The report and accounts were adopted. 
The conference also heard the report 
of the Actuary to the effect that the offi- 
cial valuation [catried out once every 
five years] showed the highest solvency 
in the history of the Order—-16s. in the £ 
(compared with only 13s. in 1948),. 
In his report on the . Convalescent 


Home—which many speakers described 


as one of the Order's greatest atiractions 
—~-Bro. Tobin stated that the high reputa- 
tion of the Home had been maintained, 
and that a small. profit had been made 
last year. Replying to the debate, he 
gave a pledge that as the financial! pos- 
tion of the Home increased, progressive 
reductions in the charges. to .members 
attending it would. be made, until all 
charges can be abolished. 


Resolution Defeated 


Among the resolutions edopted by the 
conference was one “to set up a Central 
Investment Pool,” and another to allow 


lodges to deposit their funds for invest 


ment with the Order. A resolution by 
the Executive: Council’ to. increase. the 
members’ contributions to the Manage- 


ment. and Propaganda Fund was 
defeated. 
The Hon. Officers were re-elected 


unopposed. On the Executive Council of 
15. Bros. A. Carr, A. Super, and A. 
Frieze replaced Bros. J. Kassovitch, W. 
Phillips, and J. N. Sager.

Aliya and tarbut (education) were 
two of the main topics discussed at 
the annual conference of the Torah 
Va’Avodah Organisation of Great 
last week-

man Hall of the Golders Green 
Synagogue; London, N.W.

In an address the Chair jan of the 
organisation, Mr. Leonard Gerber, 


the ofganisation’s concern to 
promote and develop educaiion and 
Torah study. While fund-raising was an 
important part of the work of any Zionist 
organisation, he said, avoda was for 
them the - overriding ideal of aliya., a 
knowledge of. Hebrew, and genuine 
love for the land of Israel. 

- Mr. Gerber said they should noi only 
preach aliya but demonsiraie it for 
themselves, and he expressed the hope 
that members would take advantage of 
the Shnat Sherut (Year’s Service) scheme 
in Israel.

other groups. 

The annual report was adopted on the 
motion of Professor Cyril. Domb, the 
Cultural Officer. It referred to the suc- 
cess of the movement's. educational 


‘programme, largely due to the guidance 


of Rabbi N. Schlesinger, 
Domb, and Rabbi S. Sperber. 
Provincial Council, under Mr. ‘Alan 
Hames, had arranged study days and 
combined gatherings.

MR. MAX ZIFF 


The Leeds Jewish community has lost 


a beloved communad, Zionist, and philan- 
thropic leader in the death of Mr. Max 
Ziff (writes our LEEDS CORRESPONDENT). 

Mr. Ziff, who died in London yester- 
day week at the age of 59, was born in 
Kovno and was brought up in a strictly 
Orthodox nousehold. From an early age 
in Leeds he interested himself in com- 
munal matters.

He 
became General Counsel to the American 
Civil Liberties Union in 1912 and con- 
tinued that association for the rest of 
his life. Among his famous cases was 
the defence of Sacco and Vanzetti, the. 
Italian anarchists put to death in Boston 
in 1927 for a murder they denied. In 
1933 he was retained to help represent 
Dmitrov and others tried in Berlin and 
Leipzig for the Reichstag fire. The Nazis 
would not permit a Jew io plead, but 
he attended and spoke through German 
lawyers. Four defendants were acquitted, 
the entire blame being put on the Dutch- 
man, Van der Lubbe. Never a radical 
or a socialist, Mr. Hays demanded civil 
rights for all. :

JORDAN’S ECONOMIC 
DEVELOPMENT 


Britain’s £2,500,000 Grant 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Mr. C. F. GouGcu (Con., Horsham) 
asked in the Commons last week for 
a Statement on the recent discussions 
with the financial delegation from 
Jordan. 

Sir ANTHONY EDEN, Foreign Secretary. 
in a written Parliamentary reply, stated 
that the British and Jordanian delegations 
had examined in detail the revised Five- 
Year Plan for Jordan’s economic develop- 
ment as agreed between the two Govern- 
ments in 1953. In the light of those 
discussions the British Government had 
reaffirmed its intention of co-operating 
with the Jordan Government in_ its 
efforts to improve the Jordan economy, 

He went on: “The British Govern- 
ment have therefore offered. subject to. 
the approval of Parliament, to provide 
for the Jordan Government, in 1955/56, 
sums totalling £2,500,000. Of this up 


to £750,000 will be a grant devoted as 


in 1954/55 towards meeting the expected 
deficit in Jordan’s budget for next year. 
The remaining £1,750,000 will be an 
interest-free loan which will be spent in 
1955/56 on certain agreed projects listed 
in the Five-Year Plan.” | 
Sir Anthony added that Jordan’s 1955

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THE US.A. KETUBA CONTROVERSY 
Conservative Rabbinate’s Explanation 


By a Correspondent 


The addition to the Jewish marriage 


contract, the ketuba, proposed by the 
Rabbinical Assembly of Conservative 
Judaism in America, over which an 
outcry [as reported in THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE} has been raised in certain 
Orthodox Rabbinical quarters, serves 
as a reminder of the particular and 
specific interest of the Conservative 
movement in the whole matter of the 
Jewish marriage law. This discus- 
sion has been proceeding in Conserva- 
tive circles for about thirty years. 
Indeed, the late Rabbi Louis Epstein, 
of Boston, published a couple of books 
on the question from the scholarly 
point of view. ce 
What has always worried Conservative 
rabbis is the fact that, after the granting 
of a civil divorce, there is no compulsion 
to make sure that the husband will grant 
a Jewish divorce to his wife, and there 
have, of course, been many cases through 
the years in which, out. of spite or 
greed, the unfortunate wife has been 
refused her Jewish divorce, and has there- 
fore not been able to remarry in Jewish 
law. Her electives in such a situation 
have been either to marry by civil law 
or be married by a Liberal rabbi (in 
either case, such a woman would be 
hving in sin from the point of view. of 


the traditional law and her children from” 


such a union would therefore be con- 
sidered illegitimate), or remain unmarried 


- for the rest of her days. 


Biblical Injunction 


This inequity arises from the _ basic 
Biblical injunction. about divorce, in 
which. it is specified that it is the hus- 
band who, has the power to grant the 
divorce to the wife, and it is implied 
that the reverse cannot be done. The 
Talmud was already aware of this 
inequity, and it solved the problem in a 
way consonant with the conditions of its 
time. In the Talmudic era Jewish Courts 
had disciplinary..power ovér indi- 
vidual, and the Talmud therefore 
prescribes that where the Court feels. that 
the husband ought to. give his wife a 
divorce, if he is unwilling he can -be 
punished, even flogged, by order of the 
Court until he agrees to carry. out its 
bidding. 

This system worked relatively well until, 


the last century or so, when, under. the 


conditions of the Emancipation, Jewish 
Courts lost all disciplinary power and 
the basic inequities of our marriage law 
became all the more stark, because. there 
no longer existed any way out. 

The Conservative movement in America 
has always been committed to the orderly 
development of Jewish law, and they 
have therefore been attempting to solve 
this problem, as said above, for at least 
thirty. years. They have. always been 
conscious of the fact that this isa delicate 
matier and have not. done anything 
definitive ‘in al! this. period, out of. a

constant desire to get the Orthodox group 
to combine, so that something might 
be done on a united basis. That group 
in America has constantly refused to 
join with them, Irrespective of the 
merits of the validity in Jewish law of 
the Conservatives’ various proposals, the 
Orthodox have always maintained that 
the Conservative group was too heretical 
for them to recognise—through an act 
of co-operation—that as religious leaders 
and rabbis they had a place in the dis- 
cussion. Under the surface there have, 
of course, been the usual games of par- 
tisan politics among the groups. 


National Beth Din 


Within the Conservatives there has also 
been, for all that period, a feeling among 
their most Orthodox wing, including a 
number of individual rabbis, and _par- 
ticularly including the Faculty. of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary in New 
York, which is, especially in its Depart- 
ment of Rabbinics, quite Orthodox in Tts 
thinking, that any change 
approached slowly and with the utmost 
deliberation. They have candidly been 
afraid that some of their rabbis within 
the movement would be inclined to. be 
much too radical in. their approach to 
Jewish law. What has happened, there- 
fore, is that a joint National Beth Din 
of both the Seminary as an_ institution 


and their Rabbimc Association, which is . 


an independent body, has been created 
to administer and rule on individual cases 
in the light of the changed marriage law. 
This Beth Din is headed and guided by 
Dr. Louis Finkelstein, the President of 
the Seminary, and by Dr. Saul Lieber- 


man, the Professor of Talmud, who is’ 


personally of unquestioned Orthodoxy 
and a most profound. scholar. (Before 
coming to the Seminary, by the way, he 
headed an Orthodox research institute in 
Talmud [the Harry Fishel Institute in 
Israel], and he is the son-in-law of the 
late Rabbi Meir Berlin.) : 


Amendment Proposed 


It was Dr, Lieberman who proposed 
the solution to the problem of the 
marriage law on which the Conservative 
rabbis acted at their last Rabbinical 
convention in May, 1954, and 
which they have. now put into effect. 
The proposal is. simply this: that the 
traditional ketuba be amended by. the 
addition of a clause under which 
the husband and wife both pledge them- 
selves, in the form of a contract signed 
by both of them and. duly witnessed, to 


accept any ‘future summons by the joint 


Beth Din of. the Rabbinical. Assembly 


cand the Seminary and to abide by any 


decision of that Beth Din. This means 
that. in the case of a divorce and. the 
request of the wife for a religious divorce 
from an unwilling husband, the husband 
is now obliged by contract to grant such 
a religious divorce if the Beth Din 
demands it of him. 

* The importance of this innovation hes 
primarily in the fact. that. Dr. Firkelstein

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should be, 


legal authority that this contract is 


enforceable in the secular courts. This - 


means that an unwilling husband can be 
made to live up to his agreement to 
accept the authority of the Beth Din, 
because the Conservative movement is 
pledged to fight with its resources, if 
and when the very first test case arises, 
to make this contract stand up in the 
highest courts of the land. In effect, 
therefore, the legal authority that Jewish 


Courts once had in Talmudic times to 


make a husband do that which the Bible 
does not oblige him to do is now restored 
by contract, and through the resultant use 
civil authority,. to a Jewish Court in 
the U.S.A. The bencfts are obvious. 
Despite the denunciation and threats 
of excommunication that 
forthcoming recently from several of the 
Orthodox Rabbinic groups in the U.S.A., 
no one has really dared to say that this 
addition to the ketuba is invalid as an 
innovation in Jewish law.. There are near 
parallels in the recent practice of Israel, 
where the financial arrangements of the 
ketuba—that is, the money that the hus- 
band promises to pay the wife in case 


‘of a divorce—have recently been amended 


by the Chief Rabbinate in order to act 
as a real deterrent to divorce, and where 
the Rabbinic Courts by law use the 
authority of the civil courts: and the 
police power to exercise force on an 
unwilling husband. | 

The real attack has, therefore, centred 
on the argument that the people who 
will sit in the Conservative Beth Din are 
unauthorised, have a Jack of piety or 
of adequate religious standing to decide 
matters of divorce—which, of course.

Originally the will provided that the 
funds should accrue to. the Jewish 
Colonisation Trust Litd., and a decision 
of the court had to be sought some years 
ago to amend the error as it was proved 
that the testator had meant the. Jewish 
Colonial Trust and not the Colonisation 
Trust. | 

It is understood that the Jewish 
Colonial Trust had agreed to transfer 
its undertakings and the whole. of its 
assets to the Isiaeir company, it being 
proposed that the English company be 
liquidated. 

The judge ruled that the bequest con- 
tinue to be administered by the English 
company since he was not satisfied on 
the basis of the evidence before him that 
the Israeli company was a suitable body 
to administer the trust.

The Spiritual Crisis in 
the Jewish State 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir,—The religious clashes, aptly. 


described by Miss Golda Zimmerman 
in her well-balanced article in THE 
JewisH CHRONICLE of December 17, 
are deplorable, but it would be wrong 
if they diverted attention from the real 
nature of the spiritual crisis in Israel, 
and, perhaps, in Judaism as a whole. 

The militant Struggle of Rabbi Amram 
Blau’s followers versus the non-Orthodox 
majority of the population in the Jewish 
State is mainly a belated continuation 
of the antagonism which developed 
between “ fathers and sons’”’ in Eastern 
Europe with the advent of enlightenment 
at the turn of the nineteenth century. 
ears ago, the 
youths who discovered the marvels of 
secular life turned their backs on tradi- 
tional. ritualism. Jewish nationalism, as 
well as Jewish socialism in its various 


brands, are the outcome of this encounter 


of civilisations within. the Jewish orbit. 
This spiritual revolution has not yet 


reached its final stage, but its effects are 


felt even now in various forms. 

One of its symptoms may be seen in 
the fact that present-day Judaism in Israel 
has mo answer to the spiritual doubts of 
a large part of the population. Neither 
Orthodoxy which has 


body of the people nor the official Ortho- 
doxy which is politically conformist and 
supports political nationalism has any- 
thing to say on the tormenting questions 
of conscience in these modern. .times. 
Furthermore, nationalism as an 
* ideology provides a 
religion, as it claims and occupies. the 
highest place in the scale of values. The 
spiritual challenge inherent in this situa- 
tion-and often recurrent in Biblical stories 
is not faced by the. religious leaders. 

As far as I can see, it is true that— 
as Miss Zimmerman says—there are no 
religious or motal leaders of real stature 
in present-day Israel, except, perhaps, 
some sectarians of the chassidic type. who 
are unknown to the wider public.- It must 
be understood that the old-type religious 
leader, however venerable, does not reach 
the ear of the modern Jew. ‘The people 
in the ghetto of Mta Sh’arim are separated 
from the modern Western-educated Jew 
by a. thousand: years of revolutionary 
change in outlook: There are among 
them good and di ‘yout people, some also 
of mundane intelligence, 
they have petrified customs of: medieval! 
Carpathian or Polessian origin, many of 
them not even Jewish, and regard them 
aS holy. in a fanatical way which cannot 
be shared by anybody who does not come 
from these surroundings. Some of them 
also adhere to mora! codes unacceptable 
to the majority. 

A Kulturkampf may. or may not, 
develop between these sectarians and the 
Stones 
may be thrown and police may intervene. 
In any case. that is not the main spiritual 
concern. The main problem is whether 
Judaism will be able to give religious 
comfort. to the baffled and. lonely. soul 
of a modern Jewish individual frightened 
by the noise of nationalist self-righteous- 
ness; whether the prophetic spirit of 
courageously blaming the collective sins 
of their ‘own people (without oppor- 
tunist considerations of national or other 

‘interests. will be revived in the way 
which made Judaism an eternal message. 

Where are the leaders to tackle this 
It should be stated frankly 
that avery: large number of Jews who 
are conscious of the predicament were 
very disappointed and almost aghast when 
they learned that the 
le aders of this generation were assembling 
in Jerusalem or—recently—in London in 
order to indulge in prolonged delibera- 
tions on such auestions as shechita or 
calendar reform. or that they are pas- 
sionately discussing the ‘question of 
turbot.

Jews in the Diaspora 
(where they are a minority) were always 
among the -most ardent advocates of 
human rights and of justice for the weak, 
as they themselves used to be among the 
under-privileged. They also. expected 
humanist Gentiles to champion _ their 
cause-——i.e., justice for the minority.

few. notable. bu‘ isolated. exceptions, 
including the honourable record of the 
Supreme Court) is raised when wrong is 
done to the. Arab minority. Public 
opinion appears completely indifferent. in 
this respect. Have Jews adopted a 
double: moral yardstick, the principle of 
Fifa ve Eifa (Deut. xxv, 14)? 1. know 
of no case where a religious leader. has 


been heard to warn the people against 


such-a perversion as did, for examp's,. the 
prophet Nathan (II Sam. xii) and ‘a ijah 
(1 Kings Xxi). 

What is more surprising ts the fact that

Anton Nobel, a. passionate. Zionist, in 
whose daily. Talmud. shiur Franz 


Rosenzweig participeted side by side with 
such well-known. Zionists as. Schlomo 
Dov Gottein. Ernst Simon (now. both 
professors at the Hebrew University), and 
Nachum Glatzer. his. biographer,. among 
others. Up to the. day of -his death he 
worked with his close : friend Martin 
Buber on the translation. of . the’ Bible 
into German. . His only son Rafael is ‘a 
member of a kibbutz in- Israel. 

Even if Franz Rosenzweig may not 
have been Zionist in the full sénse of 
the word when he died -in. 1929, there 
can be no doubt in my mind that after 
thé great tragedy. which has befallen

NON-JEWS IN A.J.Y. 
CLUBS 

Teaching Citizenship to 
Members 


To the Editor of CHRONICLE 


Mr. 
letter (in your last week's issue) about 
my statements at the Members Coun- 
cil Conference of the Association for 
Jewish Youth, there are two points | 
should like to clarify. 

First, my actual words concerning non- 
Jewish golf clubs were: “ Whenever one 
of the many non-Jewish golf clubs, and 
by non-Jewish 1 mean undenominational, 
or for that matter hotels, political parties, 
clubs, etc., refuse to accept Jewish mem- 
bers, we Jews, as a whole and quite 
rightly, feel extremely hurt and annoyed.” 

did not say, as Mr. Gordon seems 
that all non-Jewish golf clubs 
refuse to accept Jewish members, but | 
was merely making a comparison beiween 
the few Jewish youth clubs that. refuse 
non-Jewish members, and how this would 
appear to be almost the identical type of 
seclusion of religious bodies. 

Secondly, Mr. S. Gordon must know 
very little about youth clubs, for to say 
that, the “ main raison d'étre of Jewish 
clubs ts to prevent assumilation and inter- 
marriage,” is .making completely 
incorrect statement. 

The purpose of Jewish youth clubs 
should not be to educate their members 
about religious matters. Unfortunately, 
they are given so little Jewish education 
by the present-day synagogue and home 
that the clubs are forced to put religion 
on an equal basis with other activities. 

It is perfectly true that there have been 
occasions when a Jewish youth club 
allowing non-Jewish members, has pos- 
sibly led to the odd case of intermarriage, 
but, on the other hand, statistics. quite 
conclusively prove that there are many 
more cases of intermarriage by Jewish 
youth who do not attend clubs, than 
those who do. 3 

Youth clubs, whether Jewish or non- 
Jewish, have also to serve the community 
in the area of that club. [ts first objec- 
tive is to teach its members loyalty to 
their country, their religion, and to their 
fellow-citizens. In other words, as has 
been . stated many times before, the 
purpose of a youth club is to make its 
members good and loyal citizens of their

Last season large numbers of Jewish 
passengers who had given the Orient and

cruise ships and were disappointed to 
find that there was only sufficient kasher 
food for very few of them. This. position 
remains far as: P..& are con- 
cerned. Furthermore, as there is no 
official Jewish supervision it must not be 
expected that anything else but the meat 
will be kasher or that the stewards, help- 
ful and willing enough, know anything 
about the laws of kashrut. The crockery, 
cutlery, and so forth is washed in. the 
genera! kitchens, so nothing of a culinary 
seperation can expected, and the 
mixture of the various Soaks in the 
general Servi ice Is ine adic.

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SHEKEL CAMPAIGN 
THE opening of the annual Shekel 
Campaign, shortly to be undertaken, in the 
United Kingdom is preparatory to the 
convening in Jerusalem of the 24th Zionist 
Congress. It is over three years, in 1951, since 
the 23rd Congress was held, and it is 
expected that the next one will meet towards 
the end of 1955. The Zionist Congress is 
the supreme governing body of the Zionist 
Movement. 
Movement have been a cause of perplexity 
ever since the Jews of Palestine achieved 
statehood, and likewise the purpose served 


by the Zionist Congress, whose assembly 


used to generate a considerable display of 
fervour, but is now a matter as much of 
resignation as of longing. The Shekel 
Canipaign inevitably takes on something of 


this cooling of sentiment, and we doubt. 
whether the claims of one group of General 
_ Zionists against another to a. place on the 
United Shekel Committee in this country, 


however vociferously advocated or opposed 


in our correspondence columns and else- — 
The’ 


where, will inject any warmth into it. 
place which the Government of Israel was 
willing to accord to the Jewish Agency, 
and therefore Zionist Organisation, was 
undoubtedly less than that which the twenty- 
third Zionist Congress would have desired, 


and it leaves unresolved the dilemmas which | 
face those convinced Zionists who . have 


chosen to remain in the Diaspora. If the 
Zionist Movement as a whole is left stranded 
by the turn of the tide, then the Shekel, one 


of its cardinal institutions, is now sur- 
rounded by an orgdnisational undergrowth — 


of more than half a century's: development 


which deprives it of any real. purpose. 
The institution of the modern Shekel goes 
back to the beginning of Zionist history. 


As was inevitable in the circumstances, the 


first Zionist Congress, convened by THEODOR _ 
HERZL, met without a constitution or a 


programme. Yet it was the same Congress 
that formulated the Basle Programme which 


also, in a most imaginative way, took the 


Shekel as the basis of membership. We read 


in the thirtieth chapter of Exodus the 


Divine command to Moses that in the 
numbering of the people each man should 


give as “a ransom for his soul” half a 


shekel—* The rich shall not give more and 
the poor shall not give less.” 
recollection of this ancient institution, mem- 
bership of the Zionist Organisation and the 
right to elect to its governing body was 


obtainabie by the~ payment of a small 


uniform sum. .But if the virtue of the 
was its symbolic appeal 

imagination, that was also its limitation. 


_ When, in its early years, the Zionist Orga- 
nisation wished to embark on land purchase 


in Palestine it had to set up a special fund— 
the Jewish National Fund-—and when, after 
the First World War, it was desired to take 
advantage of the fresh opportunities for 
settlement in Palestine then opened up, the 
Keren Hayesod was established. These 


Funds continue to have a separate existence, 


although in the course of years fresh 
organisational top-hamper has been added 
in the shape of joint appeals and sectional 
funds of one kind or another. . 

Still the Shekel, and its particular privi- 
lege, remains,-and a man who has been a 
generous donor to Zionist. appeals, or who 
has worked for the Zionist cause without 
intermission, may find that he has no vote 
in the election of a delegate to the Zionist 
Congress because he has failed to comply 
with what in all the circumstances can only 
be described as the formality of taking the 
Shekel. On the other hand, persons whose 
interest in the Movement is intermittent may 
acquire the franchise too easily—at the 
expenditure of a few shillings once. It may 
be argued that this can happen in any

And at the present day it 
can hardly- be said that the Shekel retains 
by itself an emotional significance, so that 
the holder marks himself as a man specially 
identified with the Zionist ideal as opposed 
to a non-political.“ Friend of Israel.” Indeed, 
the question must be revived of the useful- 
ness at all of the “party” system in the 
Diaspora, now that such parties are official 
political groups in Israel. The main activity 
of Zionist “ parties’ outside Israel seems tc 
be that of scoring off each other, to the 
detriment of the cause of support for their 


_ fellow-Jews in Israel to which they are all 


at least paying lip-service. 


, It is unfortunate that, whether through - 


more urgent preoccupations or the power 
of vested interests, the Zionist Organisation 
has never tackled seriously the question of 
its own reorganisation in the light of a radical 
change in fortunes. In the political field its 
importance has diminished, but it. still 


-handles an enormous budget, and it cannot 


be said that the soundness of its structure 
is in keeping with the demands laid upon it. 
Just because of what it meant in the days

fairly near Marble Arch. Now that the 
United Synagogue’s venture in the same 
district, though not officially shelved, looks 
distinctly more problematical, the responsi-

FORTY YEARS ON 


A MEMORABLE chapter in Zionist history 
is recalled by a news item im our last issue. 
it was reported that a plaque commemor- 
ating Paut NaTHAN (1857-1927), as_ the 
“ Founding Father” of the Haifa Technion, 
had been placed in the hall of that institution 
on Mount Carmel. Dr. PAuL NATHAN was 
a founder, and for over a quarter of a 


- century the Director, of the Hilfsverein der 


Deutschen Juden, the famous German-J ewish 
philanthropic organisation. During a visit 


to Palestine in 1907 he gave first expression 


to the plan for the erection of the Technion ; 


although it was not until 1912 that sufficient: 
funds were raised to enable the first building | 


to be started. In 1913, even before the 
building had been completed, it became the 


‘centre of an important ideoiogical battle. - 


In those days of the old Ottoman Empire, 
Jewish educational institutions in Palestine 
were often subsidised by various Jewish 
philanthropic bodies from other lands, each 
being anxious to maintain its own specific 
cultural interests. English, French, or 
German tended to become the language of 


instruction as the case might be, aceording 


to the language of the benefactors who 
maintained the school. PAuL NATHAN, as 
the representative of the Hilfsverein, wished 


that the dominant language at the Technion 


Should be German. The insistence upon 
German in this connection led to strong 
protests from the protagonists of Hebrew 
in. Palestine, and the authorities of the 
Technion were eventually induced in 1914 


_ to agree to Hebrew also becoming a medium | 


of instruction there. At that time, how- 


ever, it was only: the most enthusiastic 
pioneers of the Hebrew renaissance who 


could envisage the practical possibility’ of 
‘teaching all scientific and technica! subjects 
solely in Hebrew. Actually, the outbreak of 
the First’ World War delayed the opening 
of the Technion until 1925, and by then 
the Hebrew educational system in the Yishuv 
had been securely and permanently estab- 


lished. Yet it was the language conflict of ) 


forty years ago that precipitated the issue 
of whether Hebrew would re-live and deter- 
mined its final outcome. |

WORLD CITIZENSHIP 


The Principles of World Citizenship. By 
JONATHAN COHEN. Blackwell. 10s. 6d.

Mr. Cohen js a Lecturer in Philosophy at. 
the University of St. Andrews, and his book 
should interest educated laymen as well as 
professional philosophers.

THE HOSPITALITY OF TAIYIBA 


[Practically all the groduates of 
the Arab secondary school in the vil- 
lage of Taiyiba, numbering over 20, 
have énrolled at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity.’"—News item. in last week's 
JEWisH CHRONICLE.] | 


O the pupils of the Taiyiba 
secondary school are going to. 
the Hebrew University. We 

must have seen these very children 
when we were the cv:ests of one of 
the notables of this Moslem towniet 
on the edge of the Little Triangle. 

Taiyiba is a solid and clean-looking 
village, with hillocky streets, its typical 
square houses, built of stone, glowing 
pink and beige under the brilliant sun. 
Only a stone’s throw away, it almost 
seems, is the Arab town of Tulkarm, 
over the border on the Jordan side. 

Word came to us in Tel Aviv, 
through a friend, that this particular 
Moslem notable, who was a_ large 
local landowner, would be pleased to 
entertain us to lunch on a certain day. 
There were six of us, the friend and 
his friend, our driver, a Government 
officer, and my wife and myself. We 
took with us, as is the custom, gifts 
of*sweetmeats, of which they told me 
the Arabs are inordinately fond. They 
are, indeed. 


The Host’s House 
~Mid-morning, therefore, found us 
driving slowly up a steep village street 
to a handsome house, set on- an 
eminence. Its front doorway, which 
was approached by a short flight of 
stone steps, led into a deceptively 
small- -looking square hall, furnished 
rather in Western style, with a couch 
and chairs and table, a well-filled 
bookcase, some bric-a-brac dotted 


‘about, and oleographs on the wall, the 
whole uncannily reminiscent of an 


Edwardian parlour. 
Our host, a thin, trim-looking man, 


in European clothes except for the 


spotiess kefiva on his head, greeted us 
quietly politely, and we sat 
arounag. An Oriental settled 
upon the room and conversation was 
slow. I found a particular interest, by 
a chance remark: about London, and 
our host showed me some text-books 
which he said belonged to one of his 
sons; I suppose I should not have 
been astonished, but I was, to find 
they were text-books of a student at 
King’s College, London University. 
Our host’s son, it appears, had taken 
his degree and was then working for 
the B.B.C. in its Arabic Section. 

It was a little after 1! a.m. What 


time lunch would be served was, of — 


course, a question even Western con- 
vention forbade us to ask, but from 
time to time we heard vague sounds 


‘in the jnterior of the house as of 


women’s voices, and _ especially 
women’s laughter, and those indefin- 
able noises that seem to accompany 
the preparation of a meal in any part 
of the world.

of the women of the household. except 
for a fleeting glimpse of a shrouded 
female figure which flitted rapidly 
small square courtyard, 
round which the house was built, when 
we were shown where, at an urn in 
a corner, we might wash our hands.

And so, the non-smokers smoked. . 
Through a doorway to the right 
suddenly appeared the son, bearing a 
tray of steaming cups of Arabic coffee, 
which he silently proffered to us. The 
coffee was delicately spiced and most 
pleasant to the palate. Every half- 
hour. subsequently (and I might here 
say that lunch was given to us at 
about 2 p.m.) more coffee was brought 
in, and each time the spice—just a 
touch of it—was of a different flavour. 
Our host himself unlocked a cupboard 
and withdrew from it a- priceless 
treasure—-a box of sweetmeats, which 
he offered round. His son did not 


take any, but the Arab guests (all 


men) who had now assembled were 
most eager. It was explained to us 
that the sweets were locked away, so 


as to avoid temptation among the chil- 


dren. I suspect the word “ 
covered a multitude of ages.

all surprised by their appearance. 
Finally, we were ushered tn for the 
meal, not, as we might-have expected, 
to squat on rugs or cushions upon. the 
floor, but to sit.on benches running 
alongside a Jong and wide table. The 
table was already packed with dishes 
of food, but the only cutlery observ- 
able was a number of spoons. Our 
host sat at the top of the table, with 
me at his left hand, my wife beside 
me, and at her further side the armed 
sheikh. {ff only, my wife lamented 
‘afterwards, the sheikh had been a little 
less attentive ! Every time he moved 
to help her to what he thought an 
even choicer morsel, on the dishes-—- 


_and he was most assiduous in such 


attentions—his revolver jammed into 
her hip or waist. There was even one 
occasion when, our host having placed 
on my wife's plate a roast pigeon, the 
sheikh indignantly seized it, placed it 
back on the central platter, and then 
graciously substituted for it a whole 
roast chicken! 

The meal had begun with the usual 
chumus, that tasty compound ¢hiefly 


of olive oil and chick peas, which o. 

scoops up from the plate with the flat 
Arab bread, and progressed through 
various Arabic delicacies to the meat 
course, which (as they were days of 
fsena, austerity) was composed not of 
a whole roast sheep. but of scores of 
roast pigeons and many larger fowl. 
One took the birds with one’s fifigers, 
and if the host or one of his frends 
thought the Westerners were too slow 


in taking—-or in the speed of eating— . 


they courteously heiped things along 
by kindly placing more upon their 
plates. At one point. I had in front 
of me no fewer than three pigeons 
and a chicken. Replenishing of the 
platters. was carried out by, among 
others, our host's son, who never sat 


down, but silently and respectfully — 


carried out all his father’s wishes and 
commands, serving us and the others 
in turn. This son, by the way, was a 
trained agriculturist, who had. been a 
pupil of the Kadoorie School. 

_ We ate perforce as'we never thought 
we could eat,.and | confess. that in 
the effort to offer no shadow of insult 
to our hosts we feii fit to burst long 
before. we finished the meal. There 
was-—~as it was a good Mosiem house 
—-nothing to drink with the meal but 
water, but the last dish (it should be 
understood that the word “ dish” must 
always be thought of in the over- 
whelming plural) was a_ refreshing 
heap of huge Jumps of even huger 
red-fleshed. black-pipped water 
melons. We splashed into the meions 
like straws clutching at the opportun: ily 
to drown. There was a special wor der 
about the melons, as it was well away 
from the season for them. They were, 
we were informed, stored.in a cool 
cellar below the house.

4 After the meal we were taken 
to visit the school, the 
school. A small building near by was 


pointed out to us as the former girls’ 


school, quite a progressive esiablish- 
ment, we thought, with all due respect 
to. the generally infer.or position of 
the female sex in Mohammedan life.

N our little Polish shtetl the 

trilby hat—the kapelush, as it 

was known to all of us—was a 
well-understood symbol. Any Jew 
wearing a kapelush proclaimed to 
the whole little world that he had 
revolted—certainly against religious 
Orthodoxy and most 
against parents and family. For it 
meant that he had discarded the 
little Aittle—a tightly fitting, black 
cloth cap with a small peak, which 


_every Orthodox person wore. The 


hittle contained within itself a whole 
world. The Jew wore it not only 
to show his Jewishness but to 
emphasise that he was a “ froomer 
Yid” and that he refused to suc- 
cumb to the new-fangled ideas. 


Compared to the hittle, the kapelush 
was an affront to the Orthodox Jew. 
It showed the Jew aping his Christian 
neighbour. It appeared to be a pass- 
port to all kinds of iniquity. A man 
wearing a kapelush would find it very 
difficult, if not impossible, to convince 
anybody that he stil] kept any of the 
mitzvot. 

The large Jewish population in the 
shtetl was still predominantly Ortho- 
dox and the numerous shtieblech 
were crowded to the full on Shabbat 
and Holy-days, while every day there 
were several. minyanim.

was beginning to be felt in our little 
town also. And, of course, it was the 
kapelush which was the flag of revolu- 
tion. It was an act of bravery to don 
it. The weaker rebels continued to 
wear the little Aitsle, although sighing 
for the day when they would be able 
to dress like modern emancipated 
citizens. 

News that any prominent young 
man had discarded the hitile would 
travel swiftly throughout the town and 
would be the topic of conversation 
for several weeks. His family would 
be thrown into confusion by his 
desperate act.

Ht would be a sad 
time for all the family and their 
friends. The father would say that 
he had been disgraced for ever: the 
son would argue that there was a 
new world.

His fellow Chassid m would 
cer:ainly lose some of their respect for 
him, there might be even some sus- 
picion about his own Orthodoxy. and

My brother showed 
well as dexterity. During the day- 
time he still wore the Autle, but in 
the evening he donned the trilby. per- 
forming. however, an amazingly quick 
change-over when he saw anyone who 
might recognise him, . Before enter- 
ing. our home he put on the hAirtle 
and carefully hid the hat im a disused 
cupboard in the ha!liwavy:

of rumours began to spread about his 
drift from Orthodoxy.

seen without a hat. All that time I 
was filled with admiration for his 
courage and envy for his freedom in 
what, I thought, was a wonderful new 
world.

Harold House, the Liverpool youth 
club, is in serious financial difficulties. 

‘The council points out that the 
community provides only £300 a year 
for the upkeep of the institution and 
that unless another £500 a year can 
be raised in subscriptions it will be 
reluctantly compelled to close the 
club, which is used regularly by 250 
Jewish children. | 

Harold House was opened in Chatham 
Sireet exactly 25 years ago this month. 
The building and its equipment cost 
at least £10,000, and this was provided 
by the late Mr. Harold Leopold Cohen. 
Until the outbreak of the last. war Harold 
headquarters of the 
Liverpool Companies of the Jewish Lads’ 
Brigade, whose existence did not survive 


the war. In 1948 the building was 
souptees as a Jewish youth centre—for 
both boys and girls—and for many years 


enjoyed a large membership. For the 


. Past few years, however, there has been 
for membership to drop, 


a tendency 
solely because of the situa- 
tion of the House, which is now in a 
quarter where few Jewish families live, 
and into which some parents hesitate to 
allow their children, particularly girls, 
to go at night. The council] are 
aware of this, and the question of 
acquiring new premises has been receiving 
attention.

OPTIMISM ABOUT 
EDUCATION 


Gap Between Precept 
and Practice 


To the Editor of THe JewrsH CHRONICLE 


Sir,—At a time when we are being 
made increasingly aware of the many 
serious educational 
beset us, Dr. J. J. Slotki (in his recent 
article) does well to try to prevent 
us from becoming too pessimistic. 

But in his comparison between the past 
and the present I fear he overlooks one 
glaring difference. Whereas children in 
our parents’ and grandparents’ day for 
the most part went home from classes to 
family circles that were redolent o 
Jewish life and observance, that today is 
unhappily not the case. All teo frequently 
there is a wide gap between precept and 
practice, and the richness of Jewish cere- 
mony and tradition has no opportunity 
to play its formative part in the home- 
education of the young child or 
adolescent. 

We can only hope that recent sugges- 
tions for schemes of adult education will 


prove fruitful and will make for a 


recrudescence of warm Jewish family 
ceremonial, thus bringing together once 


more the hearts of parents and their 


children.

Honoured

GLASGOW 
Scottish Jewry last week paid 
tribute to Sir Maurice Bloch, who has 
been an outstanding figure in com- 
muna! life for over forty years, when 
he was entertained by the Glasgow 
Jewish Board of Guardians at a 
dinner at the Central Hotel. 

A notable benefactor to many Jewish 
causes, Sir Maurice has been prominently 
identified with the work of the Board 
for 44 years. For 37 years he was Trea- 
surer—he relinquished that office at the 
annual meeting in July last—and is now 
Hon. President of the Board. 

Sir Maurice was presented with his 
portrait in oils (it is to be hung in the 
offices of the Board in Thistle Street), a 
commemorative album’ containing the 
names of 24 communal organisations and 
the executives with whom he has been 
associated, and an illuminated address. 
Mr. Symie Miller, President of the 
Board, presided at the dinner, whicli 
was attended by 350 people. 


Presentation of Portrait 


Presenting the portrait, igo was the 
~ work of Mr. Joseph Ancill, Samuel

majority of Jewish youth today an 
acquaintance with Jewish knowledge and 
lore at least as great as that of their - 
immediate forebears, and a sympathetic

and ideals which constitute our spiritual 
heritage in more gratifying measure than 
the apparent outcome of some of the 
more time-honoured methods. For point- 
ing out the possibilities of success. in 
these aims Dr. Slotki. deserves the grati- 
tude of all. who have the future of 
Jewry at heart.

TRAINING GIRLS IN 

YIDDISHKEIT 
Work of Beth Jacob 

By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter | 


Girls from all over the world have 
gathered at Stamford Hill to study 


Hebrew and the Torah, so that they 


may, in their turn, pass on their know- 
ledge to future Jewish children. The 
Beth Jacob organisation in Stamford 
Hill is but one branch of a movement 
known in many countrie¢s—a move- 
ment which has as its aim the 
strengthening of Yiddishkeit in Jewish 
girls and the instilling into them of a 
love and khowledge of their religion. 

At Stamford Hill there is a club, a 
school, and a teachers’ seminary where 
about 25 girls from the ages of 15 to 21 
are studying. They come from many 
countries: Miss Susy Holland and Miss 
Thirza Erlanger from Switzerland, Miss 
Ada Halpern from Israel, and several 
more girls from Belgium and France. 
Last week the girls from the seminary 
organise? a Chanucah play—an_all- 
feminine occasion—at which plays, songs, 
and dances were performed in Hebrew, 
Yiddish, and English. It was held at the

the local Beth Jacob club, and the only 
males present were some very small boys 
in the audience. The student teachers

in her own home.

Modern French Music 
on LP 


One of the blessings conferred on 
the gramophone addict by long-piaying 
records is the opportunity they offer 
of listening to a whole concert pro- 
gramme without compelling him to 
emerge from his armchair for more 
than once in a session to turn the disc 
over. Recording companies have not 
been slow in seizing on this technical 
advantage and now Capitol presents a 
45-minute programme of (modern 
French music, one disc, two sides 
(CTL 7055), 
are Honegger (Pastoral d’Eté), Mil- 
haud (Le Boeuf sur le Toit), Satie 
{Three Gymnopédies), and Ravel (Le 
Tombeau de Couperin). a 

I have no quarrel with this selection: 
the composers are highly representative 
of twentieth-century French music, and 
the works chosen make a good and varied 
fare. The artists are the American Con- 
certs Arts Orchestra, under 
Golschmann. Their performance is 
impeccable. The conductor, besides 
proving himself an excellent musician in 
a general sort of way, is evidently much 
in sympathy with the music and 
obtains playing that is always crisp. 
limpid in texture; and spirited. A special 
word of praise for the exquisite: wind 
players his orchestra 'boasts. 

In particular, I would commend the 
brilliant rendering of Milhaud’s amusing

CAREERS ADVICE 
Speech Therapy 


A child who attends a speech clinic for 
treatment is given a test to asceriain his 
particular deficiencies: Since 
defects may. be due to unrevealed worries 
and fears, it is necessary to study the 
child's. character, temperament, and 


family background. The parents must be. 


consulted to ensure appropriate treatment 
at home. Siammering ts probably the 
most common speech defect and requires 
treatment over a long period. Children 
are given treatment to enable them to 
exercise muscular. control of speech 
organs and are then taught. sounds and 
words. 

The hospital speech therapist often has 
adults as well as children as patients. In 
most cases help is provided by suitable 
exercises in breathing and voice produc- 
tion. In complicated conditions 
patient relies on the speech therapist to 
heip him. to have a chance of being able, 
once again, of taking up normal life.

‘Pros and Cons Debated |

German rearmament was debated by 
Mr. Gerald Reitlinger, author of 
* The Final Solution,” the standard 
work on the Nazi attempt to exter- 
minate the Jews of Europe, and Mr. . 
Humphrey Berkeley, Political Educa- 


tion Officer of the London Conserva- 


tive Union, at a meeting arranged by 
the Marylebone Jewish Society at the 


White House, London, N.W.1, last 


week. | 

Putting the case for German rearma- 
ment, Mr. Berkeley said that nobody 
was entirely happy about it, but the 
alternative was fraught with even greater 
danger. A German contribution was 
essential .to Western defence ,if world 
peace was to be preserved. | 

Unless Western Europe rearmed in 
sufficient strength, he said, to resist 


attack. from the East, an attack would 


come. They must not have any defence 
or political. organisation in Western 
Europe which Germany could 
predominate. 


‘Mr. Reitlinger declared that the argu- 
ments which were put forward by. the 
previous speaker were very hollow. The 
case had been put on the assumption 
that Russia had always intended aggres- 
sion. That he denied; nearly all the 
war talk had come from. this side. 


No Guarantee . 


What, Mr. Reitlinger asked, were they 
arming the Germans «against ? Russia: 
as a military power or Communism as a 
world menace ? Communism was the 
logical outcome of Socialism, and if the 
world were. plunged into. war, Com- 
munism would come. overnight. . 

There was no guarantee, Mr. Reitlinger 


asserted, that Germany wouid keep the. 


terms. of any treaty. By. giving. the 
Germans arms they were calling in 
Beelzebub to throw out the devil. 

After discussing the alleged causes of 
the West’s quarrel with. Russia, Mr. 
Reitlinger asked what was the alternative 
if they did not accept the risk of rearm-— 
ing Germany. The alternative was 
already there. Germany was garrisoned. 
It was not pretty and was very costly, 


but it would save them and their children 


from the danger of war.

MONEY FOR ISRAEL AN INSURANCE 


‘State’s Developing Economy

Financial contributions to Israel 
are not. charity, they are. “an 
insurance policy for times of need,” 
declared. Mr... H.. Margalit; 


Ecoxsmic and Financial Counsellor to 
the israeli Embassy, when he spoke 
on The Economic Future of Israei 
at a meeting held by the Zionist 
Federation at the Anglo-Israeli Club, 
London, W.. last week. 

Had the Israelis closed their doors 
to mass immigration, he said, grants 
and donations would not have been 
necessary. Large contributions to the 
State were needed not only to. main- 
tain a moderate standard of life for 
those already in the State but to 
prepare the country to receive those 
Jews who had already lost their safety 
or might lose it in the future. 

What had happened in one country 
could happen in another, Mr. Margalit 
went on, and Israel a'one offered to 
every Jew what an insurance company 
offered to its policy-holders—safety in 
the event of a calamity, While the type 
of Jew “‘ who feels himself entirely safe 
and remains deaf and blind to all symp- 
toms of danger” was vanishing. there 


were still some Jews who did not. like 


to admit even to themselves thai they 
felt unsafe and who, therefore, preferred 


to talk about the insecurity of other Jews 
and jo call their contributions to [srach 
appeals charity, 

Dealing with Isracl’s. economy, Mr. 
Margalit said that the Jewish State. could 
not.’ of course. like the United States, 


boast that it. was a land of unlimited 


possibilities"; it could, however, claim 
that it was a country of ver) limited 
impossibilities. The Israelis had proved 
that they had a spectal capactly 10 make 
the inypossible possible.

OF 1900 


Keminders of Paris 


“ Plaisirs de l’époque 1900,” at the 
Redfern Gallery, is an unusual and 
delightful exhibition, It consists of
